THE VITAL FREEDOM 

Freedom of Experience is again in danger of being lost. 
The forces of censorship and control are watching the ach- 
ievements of American Youth with their same jealousy and 
over-protectiveness, hut these are not new threats. The dan- 
get comes from a most unthought-of source — the youth it- 
self. Many secondary and college students, apparently un- 
aware of the dangers of over-control, are clamoring for a 
return-to-the-womb policy of stricter regulations and a dras- 
tic lessening of responsibility, and many reflect this trend 
of behavior that demonstrates their rejection of responsibili- 
ty ; juvenile delinquency and youth riots are at an all time 
high: The basic cause of this rejection of maturity is a lack of 
intelligence and balance: the very practical intelligence that 
states that these violent imbalances of behavior will 
bring forth equally unpleasant and misproportioned pun- 
ishments. 

The bulk of the nation’s youthful intelligence attends 
schools like Gould, and to these students, who have the capa- 
city and the background for appreciating the 1 precarious- 
ness of the situation, is given the duty of responding in a 
manner which warrants and demands an increase, not a de- 
crease, in freedom, privilege, and responsibility. Everyone 
has to face up to his duties in this world : the sooner we do 
this, the sooner we shall reap the rewards of adulthood.
